NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Mavcuni!icero 
aiilev, who figures in the prosecution 


of the proprietors of the New York 
Truth in the Chinese letter case, is not 
altogether unknown to fame—or rath- 
er infamy. According to a pamphlet 
published here in 1879, he began his 
pablic career by conspiring with a 
negro p< rter to rob the famous estab- 
lishment of Tiffany, Young & Ellis. 
His alleged accomplice was convicted 
and sent to the penitentiary. He, 
himself, is said to have escaped hv 
disgorging his plunder. II is charged 
he was next arrested as a highway rob- 
ber, and again escaped by the same 
means. For several years afterward 
as the printed document says, he was 
'spotted" by the New York police as 
a partner of thieves, living on the pro- 
ceeds of theft. Having this unenvia- 
ble reputation, he found it convenient 
to go to Englan^, -where he made the 
acquaintance of the late George Catlin, 
of Indian notoriety, from whose pock- 
ets it is stated positively, he stole sev- 
ral sovereigns while Catlin's clothes 
were lying in a dressing-room. He 
was, as the story goes, arrested, con- 
victed aud sentenced to six months' 
imprisonment and six months' solitary 
:onflnement. While in prison his per- 
formance on the treadmill provoked 
much admiration and applause. 
It 


was this employment which is illus- 
trated by our artist. Afterwards, as 
:be pamphlet declares, he senms to 
have devoted himself to the seduction 
of two confiding women, and the 
abandonment of various wives. One 
of the latter, so it is averred, was 
compelled—to avoid starvation of her-i 
self and child—to enter upon a disrep- 
utable lift, and cheating creditors was 
such an every dav affair with Uim that 
tt Is not worth putting in the list of 
his crimes. In 1857 two prominent 
officials in New York testified that 
they would not believe him under oath. 
In 1861 he was in Fort Lafayette on 
charge of treason. Next he appears 
in this interesting biographical sketch 
as the blackmailer of lattery dealers 
throughout tlie country -m then as or- 
ganizing a company of bounty brokers 
and defrauding the government out of 
9200,000; then as running off and dis- 
appearing temporarily in the woods of 
Canada-from there going south to 
increase the afflictions of the confed- 
eracy. Not long after, as charged, he 
endeavored to "bleed" a friend and 
benefactor by reporting to the wife 
the alleged indiscretions of her hus- 
band, but thin characteristic attempt 
failed utter!?. 
Blackmailing, how- 


ever, is still alleged to be his favorite 
game. The issue of tbe Washington 
National Republican ot May 18, 1876, 
speaking of Stanley, says: "This noto- 
rious individual is still at large, un- 
whipped of justice, practicing his ne- 
farious arts in defiance of law, boast- 
ing intimacy with..and influence over, 
judges of courts, who scorn to recog- 
nize him; libelling honest men, and 
fleeing in cowardice from their wrath; 
collecting moheys, and having his wife 
sue for the same; incurring liabilities, 
aud shielding himself behind property 
made over to bis wife to defraud his 
creditors; blackmailing citizens, and 
sharing his plunder with thieves; out 
raging every law, human and divine, 
for which there is a purchased immu- 
nity. 


Such is the man whom the republi- 


can managers have summoned to their 
assistance.

Durfee is recognized as haying made a 
good representative; he has made a 
careful canvass of the district, and no 
one, anywhere, has raised any ground 
of complaint to his legislative course, 
that he could have the opportunity of 
answering. This effort of tue News. 
and its correspondent, to awaken oppo- 
sition now, will not be likely to be ap- 
preciated by the voters of the county, 
especially as the apposition have made 
no charges in this campaign. 


IT is humiliating to us to ovru that 


our faith in human nature has been 
rudely shaken. After the presisteat 
assertions of. the editors of the Repub- 
lican in their peculiar "child like and 
bland manner," that all the honest 
and fair dealings was on their side, 
and all the skullduggery on the demo- 
cratic side, and then be confronted on 
every side by spurious and fraudulent 
democratic tickets, printed at the 
high minded Republican office on vir- 
tuous type, wit pure high toned ink, 
and distributed by sanctimonious of- 
fice seekers, is too much.

THE LAW TO HE ENFORCED. 
WE learn that the Democratic 


County Central Committee have a 
fund of 9800 guaranteed for tbe pur- 
pose 
of prosecuting any 
offenses 


against the election laws of the State. 
The following extracts from the laws 
on the subject will therefore be of gen- 
eral interest: 


FALSE SWEARING, 


§ 80. If any person whose vote Is 


challenged, or any witness sworn un- 
der the provisions of this act, shall 
knowingly, willfully and corruptly, 
swear falsely, he shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished accordingly. 


ILLEGAL VOTING. 


§81. Whoever 
unlawfully 
votes 


more than once at any election, or 
offers to vote after having once voted 
at such election, or knowing that he 
is not a qualified voter at an election, 
willfully votes at such election, shall, 
on conviction thereof, be fined in a 
sum not exceeding $1000 or imprisoned 
in the county jail not exceeding one 
year, or both in the discretion of the 
court. 


OTHER OFf ENSES. 


J 82. Whoever willfully aids or abets 


any imd not legally qualified to vote at 
an election, in voting or attempting to 
vote, at such election; or, 


2. Furbishes an elector with a tick- 


et or ballot informing him that it con- 
tains a name different from that which 
appears thereon, with Intent to induce 
'

Sponges-What They Are and How 


Obtained. 


The universal and increasing demand 


for sponges, and the unremitting drain 
to which all the best "fisheries" are 
subjected, have led to a partial dearth ia 
the supply of these useful articles; but 
art, which has thus threatened the ex- 
tinction of the supply, has in this, as in 
many similar cases, stepped in to restore 
the balance. 


It is only within tlie last few years 


that the real nature of the sponge has 
been recognized. In its natural state it 
is disagreeable and almost a repulsive- 
looking object, the soft fibrous mass with 
which every one is so familiar, being hid- 
den beneath, and its intricacies filled up 
by a slimy, gelatinous substance, which 
rapidly putnhca aud adds tenfold to the 
generally unpleasant nature of the thing. 


The tenacity with which these objects 


affix themselves to rocks and stones sug- 
gested the idea that they were a species 
of vegetable, though they really belong 
to the animal kingdom, and are allied to 
the anemones and other zoophytes, with i fish, every unjust man.

Railroad Monopoly. 


[Western Rural ] 


Jay Gould controls over eleven thous- 


and miles of railroad; Tom Scott over 
five thousand miles, and Vanderbilto\er 
four thousand miles —Twenty thousand 
miles of railroad under the control of 
three men and no power on earth seems 
to be able to regulate the charges made 
over these lines built principally by the 
people's money. 


Gould, it is said, is worth about a 


hundred and fifty millions; Vauderbilt 
is worth about as much, and Scott is \vay 
up somewhere m the millions—we do 
not know where 


Vanderbilt's income is over three 


thousand dollars a day and he and his 
father have made every dollar of this 
vast fortune by making reasonable char- 
ges and treating the people fairly (!)(!) 
along their lines of railroad 
This is, no 


doubt, ia consideration of the use of a 
franchise in which the people hare as 
much interest as they ever had. 


To use a different mode of expression 


for the same argument: the Vanderbilta 
have been whipping the people with 
their own lash; they have been compell- 
ing them to pay interest on their own 
money, they have been charging them 
three or four prices for transporting 
their produce and riding over their own 
highway; they have been acting the ty- 
rannical part—as far as their wealth and 
circumstances would admit—of the Ro- 
man patrician aud the Irish landlord. 
They have shown plainly enough what 
they would do if they had the power to 
do it—they would starve every farmer 
and ruin every shipper for their own per- 
sonal aggrandizement. 


They do only what other men would 


do if they were m their position, is what 
we hear from those whose sense of jus- 
tice and chloroformed uaacuauxa euable 
them to attempt a defence of Scott, 
Gould and Vanderbilt. We deny it. 
Thereiare honest and humane men in 
the world, aud millions of them too; men 
who believe they ate better off when 
practicing the golden rule, and knowing 
that others are, men who could and 
would manage our vast system of rail- 
roads, without robbing the people, men 
who are patriotic enough to recognize 
the danger to us as a nation of concen- 
trating wealth, and who believe that the 
preservation of the republic is of more 
importance than they are 
We have 


not lost all confidence m human nature 
yet, even if Vanderbilt, Scott and Gould 
nave terribly shaken our faith. At least 
we believe tbat there is enough nobility 
left in the masses to loosen the grip of 
these men upon the prosperity and lib- 
erty of the people, and to compel them 
to desist from the attempt to Irelandize 
the American farmers. More than a 
hundred thousand have already spoken 
through petitions for legislation to regu- 
late the unjust power that is exercised 
by these railroad magnets. Congress will 
be compelled by public sentiment to take 
some action oa this important question 
Bt itaneit session.

The search for these creatures employs 


an army of skilled divers, the principal 
sponging groups being in the Greek 
archipelago and in other parts of the 
Mediterranean, in the EeaSca, in the 
Bahamas and other parts of the West 
Indies, and in some of the islands of the 
Pacific. The Colonies and the Indies 
give publicity to a fact which is likely 
to diminish the dangers attending the 
operations of sponging, and at the same 
time to increase the available supply of 
sponges. 


It appears that two German natural- 


ists have made the discovery that two 
small pieces carefully cut from livf 
sponges, and attached to boards or stones 
and sunk in suitable localities, will grow, 
in a few months, into large sponges, as 
though nothing had happened. 
This 


fact is of the utmost importance Our 
contemporary suggests that a close time 
should be enacted in the Bahamas and 
other localities where the sponges are 
diminishing in numbers; but, with or 
without such a law, the possibility or 
growing sponges at will and increasing 
their number indefinitely, in the manner 
indicated by the German naturalists, 
should soon set at rest any doubts as to 
the falling off m the supply of these in- 
valuable articles.
